DECLINING in u body lo give any definite platfom, the 
Hpeakers at the Election Smoker held yesterday gave varioiia 
opinions on the problems that have arisen recently, as well as 
suggesting remedies and general viewpoints. All were of the 
opinion lhat students be pivcn every opportunity to partake in 
as many activities as po.ssiblo, and that facilities for those be im- 
proved consistently. 

Definite differences in opinion were expre.s.sed only by the 
candidates for the office of President of the Students' Council. 
\Vhile AIe.v. Edmison supported the amalgamation of the men's 
."ociety with that of the women. C. E. Parish felt that it should 
be held over, while John Smit saw it as a practical fact, that 
only needed slight executive adjustment.

"Civil Aviation In Canada' Is the 
title ot a lecture to be given at 8:15 
to-nlslit in the MacdonaJd I'hyslcs 
Building by Major General McBrien, 
President ot tlio Aviation League of 
Canada. General McWrlcn is coming 
from Toronto to deliver this lecture, 
which Is open to all students and the 
public. 

Civil aviation has received a great 
Impetus In Canada during tho last two 
or thrco years. Flying cliibs have 
sprung lip tiiroughout tho country, 
and peoplo In every walk of lifo have 
come undoi- tho spell uf this new 
hobby. One of the most well known 
groups of Canadian aftl^'ia tors, the 
Montreal Light Aeroplane Club, has 
'AH headqiiarlcr.s al tho .St. Hubert 
Airport, from which point It conducts 
periodic air meets. One of these, held 
last September, 4t which exhibitions 
if stunt flying were given by famous 
flyers from all over the States and 
Canada, routed country-wide interest. 
Pilots* Licenses 

Some idea of tho Canadian liitoresl 
In flying can be obt;iIncd from u sur- 
vey ot the aircraft and jillots' licenses 
nt present in force. Up to Iho Isi of 
December, JD30, there were 301 pilots 
holding private licenses, 409 holding 
commercial llcensos, and 368 holding 
air cngincors cortltlcatc*, making a 
total of well over a thoii.mnd. This 
mnp,n8 that there arc over a hundred 
aval tors, on tho average, to each pro- 
vince, besides tho dozens who are re- 
c<^lvlng tr.alnliig. 

Aircraft registered up to the Ist of 
December, 1330, number 501, of whlcli' 
48 aro i)rlvately owned. There Is, 
therefore, an avoraso ot more than 
five people in each province who do 
not depend upon the clubs tor their 
flying, but who -maintain their , own 
machines much aa the average man 
m!U.nta.tnB his oar. Tho commercial 
craft are used for tho transportation 
ot mall and passengors to all parts of 
the country. 

Air Mall 

Tho Canadian air mnjl servico Is 
ïTipldly i-cachlng a peak of efficiency, 
At the present time twenty-fours 
hi^urs are cut off the time for Euro- 
pean mall by tho transfer from boat 
to piano and vloo versa at Rimouskl. 
Que., and tho authorities expect to 
lengthen this saving to forty-eight 
hottrR by the Imminent removal ot the 
transfer point to Br.adore Bay. This 
means "that people In the western 
slates will get their European mall 
two days . sooner It it comes through' 
Canada Instead ot Now York. Another 
recent advance has -been the .cutting 
down of the trans-contlnental mall 
schedule to nearly half Its former 
length, which enables a reply to be 
received from 'Vancouver -within e 
week. " 



Dr. Blunt Outlined 'Satire in 
Literature' to Emma- 
nuel Lit. Last Night 

"Satire Is Inspired by Hie spirit 
that proto.sts," oniph,a.slso J Professor 
II. D. Brunt of JIacDoiiald College In 
his talk on "Satire in Literature," 
given at tho Lllcr.ary Society of 
Emmanuel Church last night. "It 
sees tho Incongruity l>otwccn code and 
conduct, between nobility as a collec- 
tive noun and nobility as an abitract 
noun." 

"It refused," ho continued, "to Ig- 
nore the crown nt thorn.s In rhap.sodlcs 
over a wealth of roso.". It expressed 
this perception of incongruity In car- 
toon,, novel, poem, and play. It found 
satisfaction In tills artistic creation In 
and for Itself and has no desire to 
preach, to commit Itself to a definite 
course of reform. 

''Satire Is therefore opposed both to 
£ontlmental!sm, which Is unreflecting 
ly enjoyed, and to didacticism, -which 
Is a desire to preach, and Is brought 
nto being because of tho failure of 
'.ho chlvalrlc interpretation of life.'' 
Modern Satire 
Modern satire In Ensi;."h literature 
had Its origin in Cervantes' novel, 
Don Quixote. 'This character was a 
symbol of high Idcall-sin, and the 
novel shows how wo break Idealists 
and then deify. 

When one becomes cynical, the 
p.athoB Is then lost, which becomes 
one of tho fundamental thing* In 
tragedy. Out of despair, futility, dis- 
couragement, we create a play, a dra- 
ma, a work of art, which la the very 
denial of futility. . Thla la Uio. '.'Senae

From Oxford he gra' 
duatcd with honors In modem his 
tory. He gained experience In the 
teaching field In tho Britlssh Isles and 
also at the University of Chicago. 

Dr. Adams In 1905 assumed the 
position of Superintendant In the De 
partment of Agriculture in Ireland 
During tho Great V-'ax he seirved on 
numerous committees and was for 
.somo time secretary to "the Prime 
Minister. Ills outstanding academic 
achievement came with tho oslaWlsh- 
mont ot tlio now Honor School ot 
Philosophy, Politics and Economics at 
Oxford. ,

Mine Director 

Discusses Laws 



Regulations of Different 
Mining Provinces Condensed 

"S.afcty and efficiency go hand In 
hand," stated G. K. Colo, Director 
.Mines Itraiuli, Departniont oC .Minos 
and Natural Resources uf M.anitoba 
at a meeting of tho Mining and Met- ; 
allurglcal Society held last evening! 
Ills subject: "Mining Law and Regu- 
lation of Manitoba," included the 
chief features of tho Ontario, British 
Columbia and African Systems. 

The first duty ot an operator In 
any country is to brconio thoroughly 
familiar witli Iho lucal laws. In gen- 
eral tho regulations aro dlvUle<l In 
three sections: I'rospecting, develop- 
ment and operating. In Ontario a 
prospector requires a license which 
enables him to stake fivo claims of 
forty Mcies caoli. Uh'sd aio square 
and tho boundaries run X.-S., B.-'W. 
Thirty days work must bo completed 
on them within ninety days and forty 
days each year for flvo moro years. 
Manitoba allows i-lainis of fitly ono 
acres but only rcMUircs Iwenly-flve 
days work each year for flvo years, 
then a lease of twenty ono years Is 
applied for. 

Cites Requirements 

Tho inspector of mines should be 
tlio friend of every operator ho comes 
In contact with. Tho attitude should 
not he one ot trj-lng to find loopholes 
in the law but ono ot close co-opera- 
tion. Mines should be cleared of all 
inflammablo material. Tlu-ro should 
be two exits where hloping is car- 
ried on, in this connection too little 
attention is paid to ventilation In the 
average metal mine today. On sur- 
face, boilers should not bo closer 
than one hundred feet to tho shaft. 
Explosives should bo stored In fire- 
proof buildings of llifht construction. 

In shaft slnkhiff a cross-head 
should bo used after a depth ot two 
hundred foot. Men should never be 
hoisted with bulky matortnl, all 
cables, guides and sheaves must bo 
examined regularly. iMr. Colo closed 
his lecture with two quotations "Law 
is mado for tho Lawless and disobed- 
ient" and "Open thou mino eyes that 
I may behold the wondrous things ot 
the la^." . - . .

The stupidity of campus i>alitic.s was 
.'iinpiy ('"inonstratod yesterday in tlie 
Union jjallroom when fifteen candidates 
made forced speeches concerning the plans 
and ))rotfranis which tliey proposp, if elect- 
ed, lo put into effect. The speakers seemed 
to realize their positions keenly. There was 
probably not ono who felt that lie had a 
new angle on any proWcm to lay before 
'.he gathering; the whole group, with the 
usual exception hore and tiierc, ran 
through a fi.xcd .set of observations — very 
pretty things, and just what was expected. 
Of cour.sp. tlif men had no chance for 
originality. No political candidate ever 
had. 

There i.- .something decidedly wrong 
with campus politics. Only a handful of 
•students turned up to hear their nominees 
and there wa.s never any approach to en- 
thugiasm even with two live issues on the 
r-arpet. In any ordinary community of 
yoiiiig pcr.sons the woman question would 
raiec quite a storm and the ticket mix-up 
would be the cause of demonstrations and 
near riol.<. .N'o'Jiing. it would seem, can 
penetrate the lethargj-. Perhaps it would 
help if the Athletic 6dai*d passed a resolu- 
tion asking the student to pay up the ar- 
j-ears which they claim is owing to them on 
ever>' student ticket used. Then — and even 
this is doubtful — there might be action. 

ThingWavc'been rolling along far too 
smoothly for far too long. Every year a set 
of fairly good men come up lo fill the var- 
ious offices. Now and again a phenomenon 
appears, is hailed calmly and is given the 
accolade in half-a-dozen things. The rest 
of the student body, except for a mild wail 
of protest at wide intervals, sits back and 
lets the Avorld roll on. The elected rejire- 
.sentative.s do the work, do it well and 
everything goes on Its even tenor without 
the lea.st suspicion of friction. 

It would be a frood (liing if the Stu- 
dents' Society fell, for just one year, into 
the hands of a complete set of bunglers. 
There would be instant revolt. The Society 
meetings would bo attended by scores of 
irate gentlemen demanding explanations. 
The élections would be real elections and 
for a y(.ar oi' two there would be a strict 
watch on all luiblic office.^. But a.s the new- 
ly elected repre.H'.'iilative.s proved them- 
selves men (if tru,=t tliero would follow a 
rever.sion to the sleepy state. 

We do not suggest that the "set of 
com])]ete bungler.s" i.s over likely to become 
a fact, but that .some such jolt to student 
self-.salisfaction is needed cannot be ques- 
tioned. Perhap.s the old political theorùst 
was right who said that men tend to de- 
generate under good government. 



Visitors From Veriiioiil 

" A delegation from the University of 
Vermont is now visiting McGill lo investi- 
gate our system of Freshman initiation. 
No doubt they have been surprised to 
learn that there is nothing to investigate. 
Hazing died a natural death three years 
ago among the men; the women have car- 
ried it along and even last fall inflicted in- 
dignities on the freshettes. 

The demisfi of the time-honored rites 
was timely and seemly. A wide-spread 
feeling had grown up that the whole busi- 
ness was silly and .smacked strongly of 
the more violent type of college spirit fos- 
tered in certain colleges, but tacitly dis- 
couraged here. It was felt moreover that 
there is little weight to the argument that 
a period of tribulation adds anything to 
the friendships which may be ipade in first 
year. There are uninitiated classes now 
in the university with far more cohesion 
within their ranks than one or two of the 
senior years who came in before abolition. 

There has been, of late a weak counter 
action, which may grow into greater pro- 
))ortions at any moment. One or two can- 
didates have taken the matter up in their 
platforms; but the great majority of the 
.sf^udent body has said farewell to all that 
nonsense.

the approach of another this month does nol cause 
undue c^cIlement. They usually have an Im: 
portant effect on soma musical organization In the 
city, however, thereby giving impetus lo it tl-.at it 
might othenviso noi pet in many years. This 
year this effect will ho felt here at McCJIll. The 
I'lillharn.onlc Orchestra, organised to iiccompany 
the Choral Society in Iheir last production, will 
become an indépendant unit, and will play at the 
ciwiccrt given by the Musical Aaaoclatlon at the 
beginning ot this year's Muslo Week. 

The effectiveness of advertising music In this 
manner Is doubtful. Concerta during tho period 
arc free, and .since ino&t good musicians earn their 
living by playing, lliey can rarely bo found willing 
to offer their services gratia. The result la that 
for the most part, amateurs conduct the perfor- 
mances, and the likelihood of a failure Is greatly 
lncre.ised. That this can bo very detrimental Is 
ottElly shown. I'eopio wlio for somo reason or 
other do not iittend concerts during the rr>.«t of 
tho year, will be ho disillusioned at the bad re- 
sults they may sec, that they will continue to re- 
main away from musical offerings. 

Another point can be seen from the viewpoint 
of tha person attending. If ho pays admlsalon, 
he will surely demand a well polished performance, 
but at free concerts lie mu.st accept what given, 
without criticism. This sets a standard for the 
former type, while allowing a certain laxity In the 
latter. 

, There are good features to Music weeks, how- 
ever, othenvliie they would not have withstood the 
lest of time. They do bring certain facts before 
tho public many of whom are too preoccupied dur- 
ing the year to botlier with them. Ono la that 
music Is aoutally to be found Just around the 
corner, und another that It- has enormous poten- 
tlallUca. Tho' competitlona . -held during tho week, 
foster greater Interest In personal ability, and have 
the advantage of being mora wld^pread than is 
usually ths coso. 

The effect It will have on tho McOIII orchestra 
is \ery welcome, and studenla who can play uny 
instrument will 1)0 acting very unv\isely not to 
take advantage of the opportunity of becoming a 
member. Comparatively, liiero are few who Sire 
good enough for solo work, but there la undoubted- 
ly a large number who can handle their Instru- 
ments well enough to take port. A large number 
ot violina, for example, even of inferior quality, 
can. It well conducted, sound much better than 
oiiB iiloiio by 11 good player. The more students 
tliat wlil turn out, tho better will the concert 
be, and alnce It will bo tha official Htarting point 
of Music 'Wook, a oertaln amount of pride in Its 
Hucceua ahould bo felt. 

There Is much to Ijr learuud liy playing In an 
orchestra, for It gives a much ub.'urur idea of the 
structure of the pieces played tlian can otherwise 
1)0 obtalnrnl, ' In addition It Ih an expeiieiicft, and

Irish Sense Of Humour 

It Is often stated that the Irish have 
3. wonderful sonso of humor. ■ This 
'iccording to Dr. Brunt is not the casé. 
Tho Irish liave too good .a memory 
aid .Tj-o too logical to bo humorous— 
tlicy are satirical. 

Tho speaker quoted quite a number 
of comparisons and csamplés showing 
the dlf(Jcult views of satire; one of 
the n.ost noteworthy was Swift's I'ro- 
faco to tho "Batllo of the Books," of 
which an extract Is "Satire Is n sort 
of glass wherein beholders do gener- 
ally discover everybody's face but 
Iheir own: which is tho chief reason 
for that kind reception It meets with 
In the world and so very few are of- 
fended at It."' 

Dr. Brunt spoke of satire as a 
humorous, ironic, and a scornful per- 
ception of humajt Inadequacy. Satire 
Implies a standard, a code, a ''noblesse 
oblige" and perceives a failure to at- 
>^aln or maintain that code. It implies 
tha possibility of Ilght-bcaring In the 
fallen Lucifer.
